B. Claims 6-1 1 are drawn to recording medium controlling apparatus for 



reading/writing and detecting means for detecting discontinuity, classified in Class 369, 
subclass 47.32. 

C. Claims 12-17 are drawn to a non-circular recording medium controlling 
apparatus comprising driving means and optical reading means and control means, 
classified in Class 369, subclass 44.18. 

Inventions A and B are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product as 
claimed can be used in a materially different process such as with method of 
reproducing only. 

Inventions A and C are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)).

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.
